President Truman, though 
disturbed by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur's latest public 
statements, was reported to- 
day to have decided against 
any disciplinary action which 
would upset the general's 
status as supreme commander 
in the Far East.. 


An informed congressional 


official, who asked that his 
name not be used, gave that 
word to a reporter. He said 
that did not mean there would 
be no reprimand to MacAr- 
thur—that the president ap- 
parently has not yet made up 
his mind About that question. 


The White House itself was 


silent about what, if any ac- 
tion might be taken. 


Friends of Truman saw him as 


caught in a squeeze between home 
front supporters of MacArthur, 
mostly Republicans, and U. S. 
allies who want him to discipline 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Erie Cocke 


Jr., national commander of the 
American Legion, charged today 
that Gen. Douglas MacArthur is 
having to fight in Korea "with 
both hands tied behind his back." 


Cocke told -newsmen as he ar- 


rived here by plane from a world 
tour that he pppnjved M«y:Arthur'» 
recent statement that Chinese 
Nationalist troops on Formosa 
should be used In China. 


"There is no excuse to play a

TOKYO- (AP) — Chinese 


Communist opened the flood 
gates of the massive Hwachon 
reservoir dam in Central 
Korea today and sent thou- 
sands of tons of water rush- 
ing down on allied - held 
ground. 


But the Pukhan river rose 


no more than four and one- 
half feet. 


U. N. troops resumed their 


advance toward the reservoir 
Monday as the flood waters 
slowly receded. 


An allied task force moved 


toward the dam in an effort 
to seize it before the Reds 
could attempt any further 
damage. The task force met 
rifle, machinegun and mortar 
fire. 


American army engineers said 


they thought the Chinese had 
opened the floodgates only part 
way. A complete opening, they 
said, would have sent a 12-foot 
high wall of water crashing down 
the valley. 


One engineer said "We are glad 


they are bleeding the river this 
way. Now, when they open them 
all the way, they won't have much 
water left." 


Nearly all Allied elements had 


moved above the expected high- 
water' mark.

The HwacKon reservoir, .about

The dam is 1,000 feet high. The

Having been in business during the former Mayor Wm. Slotho- 
wer's term of office as well as under the present Mayor Hof- 
mann's four year term, I am under the impression that the writer 
of the mentioned letter is either under an undue political influ-, 
ence& or is afflicted ^with a mighty "poor memory., 
, 
, 


He states—Quote. 'Slothower, the do nothing mayor. He slept 
on the job." Unquote. Let us check the records. 
During Mr. Slothower's term of office, Dixon obtained from the 
State of Illinois the building of the Galena Street bridge, at no 
cost to the taxpayers of the city of Dixon. Mr. Slothower operated 
the city's business within the budget. There was no increase in 
taxes. 
His term of office, previous to the present administration, was 
during the Second World'war. Public improvements were "just 
not to be had." In addition to attending to the ordinary duties 
as mayor, I distinctly remember Mr. Slothower organized many 
agencies here in Dixon as a part of national organizations in the 
"all-out war effort". Among them are the following: He was 
chairman of the committee for the U.S.O. funds. He organized 
the Civilian Defense in Dixon. He was in charge of the Ration- 
ing Board. He organized the various Scrap Metal Drives. He 
organized the New Militia to replace the Militia that was called 
to the colors. There were others. 
What about our present mayor? True, the first big project he 
lent his efforts io was the installation of parking meters (another 
form of taxation). We were told that the meters were on trial; 
a referendum vote by the people was to decide the issue. We 
have meters, good or bad; however, I don't recall any voting 
on them outside of the city hall. 
While we are on the subject of meters, by the present mayor's 
own advertisement, 50 per cent of the revenue is turned over to 
the general fund. Ann Arbor, Michigan and Evanston, Illinois, 
for examples, operate their meters on approximately 6 per cent 
of the revenue. The balance is used toward securing space for 
more parking area. The question arises as to the legality of 
using meter money for any other purpose then the maintenance 
of said meters in the state of Illinois. See the supreme court 
ruling in the case of: The People vs. the City of Bloomington/ 
Illinois 
Let us examine the recent Incinerator Issue. Not being convinced 
by the people voting down the bond issue for a huge project that 
had not been fully proven to be the solution to the garbage 
disposal problem, what did our mayor and council do? They 
held another election at great expense for the same purpose. 
I need not quote the results. I believe the good citizens of Dixon 
have not forgotten. 
Construction on improvements for River Street, we are told, will 
soon be under way. Much credit is claimed by our present 
mayor and council for this project. This project was actually 
started during Mr. Slothower's term of office when two blocks 
were paved with revenue from the motor fuel tax. What has 
been done to the project in the last four years? 
We are also being informed by advertising and workers for the 
present mayor's administration that the tax rate has been raised 
slightly less than two cents. Actually it is around 38% to 40%. 
It has resulted in dollars and cents to nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars. 
Instead of giving Mayor Hofmann credit for the two-way police 
radio equipment, I believe the credit should go to the local 
Joycees, who, through their untiring efforts, made it possible. 
Wm. Slothower's record is beyond reproach. Let us elect him 
and end the arguing, bickering, and confusion that permeates 
our city hall, caused by lack of leadership.

Europe Still Needs EGA 


Funds for Defense 


Shortly President Truman will ask congress for more 


economic aid to Europe under the EGA program. On April 
1 we entered the fourth year of the-Marshall Plan, which is 
scheduled to.be concluded on the same date in 1952. 


There's'always been bitter opposition to the program on 


Capitol Hill, and it will be stiffer than ever this time. For 
Mr. Truman's infuence and prestige among the lawmakers 
appears to be at an all-time low. 


On a strictly recovery basis, the opponents wil find more 


support than usual in the current European statistics. Over- 
all industrial-production in Western Europe is running 40 
per.cent above 1938, the last prewar year. Trade among 
_these countries aslo is up 40 per cent, and exports to the rest 


of the world have jumped 50 per cent above 1938. 


The story isnt' quite so bright on the farm front, with 


agricutural output only nine per cent higher than 1938 and 
food supplier about even with pre-war levels. 


Britain already has ended its dependency on ECA funds. 


France is nearly as well off relative to pre-war days, and 
Italy is pushing ahead to* new highs. Only Western Germany 
has not yet matched pre-war output—it is producing but 95 
per cent of 1938. 
But production there is sharply up since 


1947. 


If this is the picture, you may ask, what difference would 


• it make if ECA funds were pared to the bone this year? 


There's one big reason: Henceforth ECA will be largely 


devoted'not to recovery, but to beefing up the defense estab 
lishments of the North Atlantic treaty countries. Every 
dollar used to sponsor European arms production ought to 
mean a dollar saved on arms output in the United States. 


We're putting up the money in either case. But by as- 


sisting Western Europe to arm itself we're encouraging the 
kind of self-reliance that the Atlantic nations must ultimately 
display if they are to be stable elements in a peaceful world. 


But even if there were no defense goals to give ECA new 


purpose, it could be fairly argued that it would 'be unwise 
to chop off Marshall Plan aid simply because most of the 
benefiicaries were showing distinct signs of restored health. 


In the first place, the program was authorized originally 


by congress to cover four years, and that deadline is almost 
12 months off. Secondly, the choice of a four-year period 
was arbitrary. Obviously, recovery can't be expected to pro- 
ceed with equal speed in all areas. Where it proves neces- 
sary to continued aid somewhat longer, there can be no sound 
objection to it—unless the nation in question has been dere- 
lict in its own responsibilities under the program. 


The Marshall Plan stands! as one of the finest experi- 


ments in international cooperation and assistance that the 
world has ever seen. In its final recovery stages and its new 
defense phase, it merits the same sensible support from con- 
gress that it has mustered up to now.

It must he classified 
as serious, though1 when properly 
treated it often goes on for years 
and years without causing heart 
failure.

to maintain a normal weight. Any 
reduction In the presence of heart 
disease, however, should be car- 
ried out under the doctor's direc- 
tion.

Don't Pray, Act on Knowledge

player staring up at the ceiling 
while everybody waits for him to 
make a play. What is he looking 
for? Inspiration. What should he 
be doing? Acting on the basis of 
knowledge Instead of waiting for 
a sudden flash from a kindly Prov- 
idence.

If he de- 
cided to "play safe" by holding off, 
declarer would romp home with 
nine tricks: one spade, two hearts, 
two diamonds, and four clubs. 


The actual West player, an ex- 


pert, put up the ace of diamonds 
without hesitation because on the 
first round of diamonds East 
played the three. This was 
lowest diamond that East could 
hold, and East would have played 
his higher diamond if he had held 
only two diamonds. 


From East's failure to play a 


high diamond it wag clear that he 
had exactly three diamonds. Hence 
West could count the entire suit 
and could know that South had 
started the hand with only two 
diamonds. 
With this knowledge 


to guide him, West needed no in™ 
spiration; he could take the ace of 
diamonds on the second round of 
the suit. 


West then returned a heart (al- 


thought even a club return would 
have been safe). South could not 
develop nine tricks without trying 
for a low-card trick in hearts, but 
when East got in with the queen 
of hearts he returned a spade. This 
gave West three spade tricks 
defeat the contract.

State Legislature to Receive 
Governor's Budget on Tuesday 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—Gov. Stevenson will tell the Illinois legis- 


lature tomorrow what he proposes in state spending during the next 
two years. 


His message along with the bulky budget document will be 


presented to a joint house-senate session at noon. Advance estimates 
are the budget will call for around a billion and a quarter dollars in 
state and federal funds. 


Submission of the budget will 


signal the start of a heavy work 
schedule during the remaining 12 
weeks of the legislative session. 


Will Get Right-or-Way 


Appropriation bills carrying out 


the spending recommendations will 
get the right-of-way in commit- 
tee hearings and floor action. 


Besides receiving the budget, the 


lawmakers have a long list of bills 
up for committee consideration to- 
morrow and Wednesday. 


The house executive committee 


has set the first hearing on a pro- 
posed Civil Defense act for Illi- 
nois. The same group also has 
slated debate on the controversial 
plan to place the Illinois Public 
Aid commission under the state 
welfare department. 


The merger-of the two biggest 


large state agencies is a major 
recommendation of the Schaefer 
commission which made a lengthy 
study of ways to improve the ex- 
ecutive branch. 


Hear Voting Bill 


A resolution on amending the 


state constitution to lower the vot- 
ing age to 18 is another issue up 
before the executive committee.

at Menard penitentiary, has filed

hearings and others in Lee county 
circuit court; 10 with the Illinois 
Supreme court including habeas 
corpus, leave to appeal, petition for 
writ of error and others; two with 
the U. S. Supreme court; two with 
the U. S. district court; one with 
the circuit court 
of Randolph 


county and a 
petition 
to the 


governor for pardon prior to this 
latest attempt. 


Wants Records Returned 


" In his petition for review the 
convicted murderer asks the cir- 
cuit clerk to subpoena Earle B.

Is 
there any possibility of coopera- 
tion between Communism and 
Democracy ? 


That's a mighty important ques- 


tion in these dangerous times of 


political turmoil. Upon the answer 
must 
depend on our attitude 


towards the Red ism. 


The answer is. I think, that 


there may be cooperation on some 
lines between Communist states 
and non-Communist states. There 
can be no real cooperation between 
Communism and any other ide- 
ology within the borders of one 
nation. Excellent Example 


As to partial cooperation be- 


tween Communist and non-Com- 
munist states, we had an excellent 


example in the alliance during the 
last world war. However, that 
was a matter of life and death— 
and danger makes strange bed 
fellows. 
No such partnership is 


likely among Red and non Red 
elements within one nation. 


Why? Because if a Communist 


party gets a foothold in a largely 
Democratic country, the Reds give 
their allegiance, not-to their na- 
tional government but to Moscow.

Every non-Russian Communist 


is a subject first of Moscow, and 
after that is a citizen of his own 
country. 


One only has to look at Europe 


to see numerous examples of this 
truth. Take countries like Italy 
and France, -which have large 
Communist parties. The Reds are 
in constant conflict with the non- 
C o m m u n i s t governments. The 
Communist leaders are indoctri- 
nated in Moscow. They take their 
orders from Moscow, 
And they 


frequently are called to Moscow 
to get fresh orders or, where they 
have failed in their task, to re- 
ceive chastisement. 


The moral would seem to be that 


no democracy can afford to be 
tolerant towards 
a Communist 


party within its borders. Com- 
munism is the cuckoo in the nest 
of democracy. 


We Can Try 


However, this doesn't preclude 


the cultivation of cooperation, be- 
tween Communist and Democratic 
nations in matters which adapt 
themselves to such treatment. 


Probably the opportunities for 


cooperation will be limited, but 
they may help lessen the dangers 
of armed, strife, pending the day 
when the ideological melting-pot 
has made the "one world" we ehar 
about.
